bargaining agent except for guards, \vatchmen and supervisors; 

NOVJ, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested 

in me by Section 4022, Government Code of Guam, it is hereby 

ordered: 

L Operating Engineers Local Union No. 3 is hereby 

rec9gnized as the sole and exclusive bargaining agent for 

Commercial Port of Guam employees excluding watchmen, guards 

and supervisors. 

2. The Director of Finance shall implement the 

provisions of Section L:-120, Government Code of Guam, so as 
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to p;t:ovide for· deduction of employees' union dues il1 furtherance 

of this Executive Order,
